The Consortium, which link§ Baulderstone Hormibrook 
KPMG, Merrill Lynch, Westpac, Seven Network and News Lxd, 
beat off competition from the Melbourne and Sports Stadium 
Consortium backed by Transfield/Grocon and the Packer family’s 
Nine Network. 

The $386 million stadium will be a high-tech, 52.000-seat 
facility. Adjustable and retractable seating will enable the stadium 
to accommodate varying uses such as soccer, rugby, major 
entertainment events and AFL while a retractable roof will, when 
necessary, offer shelter from bad weather. The stadium will also 
boast dining facilities for 6,500 people, 62 corporate boxes and 
300 metres? of retail space. 

The stadium is the centrepiece of a $2.5 billion business, 
recreational and residential complex west of the Melbourne 
CBD that forms Australia’s largest urban development. 

Planned for completion by the end of 1999, the stadium 
will be available (subject to current negotiations) for Olympic 
soccer matches in September 2000. Thereafter it will host 
upwards of 30 AFL matches a year and will become the AFL’s 
second home after the Melbourne Cricket Ground. 

Paul Henry of architects Bligh Lobb Sports describes the 
Docklands Stadium as the first truly ‘fourth generation’ stadium 
in the world, adding “stadia are now reaching a new dimension 
because of digital technology and the Docklands stadium will 
demonstrate just what that really means.” 

“Infrastructure will be built into the stadium design, such as 
the lighting, seating positions, camera positions and the data

hus will enable every spectator to have a unique seat and 
rsonalised communication services. 

inciding with its successful stadium bid, the Seven 
Network safeguarded its 40-year link with the AFL by securing 
the free-to-air TV rights for ten years from 2002. Seven paid 
$20 million for these rights. 

The Seven Network is also planning to construct a state-of- 
the-art digital broadcasting centre adjacent to the stadium, which 
will be the new home for Seven in Melbourne 

Clearly, Seven views the stadium and its associated media 
infrastructure as a significant development in the linkage between 
TV, entertainment and sport. 

The Docklands Authority has also announced the preferred 
bidders for five of the docklands other precincts: Business Park, 
Victoria Harbour, Yarra Waters, Batman’s Hill and Technology Park. 

In each bid there are leisure components - an 8,000 seat ice 
hockey stadium with an adjoining sports themed retail complex, 
a contemporary art gallery, marinas and entertainment facilities 
- mixing with housing an il 

Perhaps the most exciting leisure component is the 
‘Entertainment City 2000" proposed for the western Business 
Park Precinct. Entertainment City plans an adventure theme park, 
a working film studio, a twenty-screen megaplex cinema and a 
themed hotel. The development would provide Melbourne with 
its first international scale major theme park and is planned for 
completion within two years of breaking ground. 

Each of the preferred bidders will now work with the Docklands 
Authority to competitively improve their proposals and resolve 
details, before further development announcements are made.

Another group of countries are 
passing the threshold of being a 
booming market for sport; Taiwan; 
Korea and Malaysia. Even China and 
India offer tarmpe prospective sports 
markets because within their large 
populations their middle classes are 
considerably larger than the 
population of Australia. (The Indian 
middie class is estimated to number 
120 million people and growing at 20 
million each year) 

As far as population and age 
distribution is concerned, Asian 
countries are not only large and 
growing but also ‘young’ .- all 
prerequisites for sports consumption 
and participation. The population is 
overwhelmingly urban and becoming 
increasingly so. Since the sports 
industry draws most of its clients from 
urban centres this is also a strong 
positive driver. 

In terms of leisure and working 


time, workers in most Asian countries 
work about 200 more hours per year 
than those in Australia. However. as 
working hours decrease across Asia 
most consumers in Asian economies 
will be looking at an additional 1005 
200 hours of leisure time - whee sport

In South Korea, the 
government actively sought a 
relationship between sports and big 
business and also pursued a fairly 
aggressive‘policy of sports diplomacy 
with countries with which it did not 
have formal diplomatic relations 
Sportis still seen in this important 
light by all governments.

In résearching regional sports for 
Expanding Australia’s sporting and 
recreational links with Asia we initially 
gauged the attention that nations give 
to sport from stamps and 
newspapers. This. was based upon 
the understanding that countries 
issue stamps to record the important 
aspects of their nationhood and 
culture. With sport as a part of culture 
we analysed sports stamps (apart 
from Olympic and World Cup issues) 
emanating from every Asian country 
since 1960. This gave us two sets of

This was used 
to postulate emerging sports and the 
magnitude of sports and recreation 
in public. opinion. 

It also unearthed some interesting

The data gathered meant that we 
could build a model of sporting 
opportunities, based upon the export 


of support services, infrastructure, 


ind merchandising, 


“nt, media activitie 


corporate facilitation and in-bound 
tourism. We also identified current 
key sports, such as soccer, 
badminton, volleyball and boxing: and 
growth sports in the medium and long 
term (three to ten years). These 
growth sports include athletics, 
swimming, basketball, tennis, golf, 
water sports, rowing and cycling. 
And what is this market worth? 
Our estimates are that in 1994 the 
sporting business was worth up to 
$267 million of exports and by 2000 
it would be worth up to $640 million. 
Sport could be worth several billion 
dollars by the end of the first decade 
of the next century. It certainly could 
be in the top ten of export industries. 
In internationalising sport, Australia 
does have one advantage that no other 
country can claim - bringing together 
the major sports industry stakeholders 
for the 2000 Olympic Games. This 
critical mass of sport industry 
management must be used as a 
platform to ensure a billion dollar 
industry is succoured and is successful. 
Being the leading proponent of a 
world-wide sport industry has the 
potential to be even more nation building 
than winning a fistful of medals. 
| believe that the key ingredients 
for Australian sport to succeed as an 
ntermnational industry are in place. A 
large and competent domestic 
industry, strong positive drivers of 
demand and rapidly emerging 
opportunities in attractive markets. 
The only question that remains is 
‘Will Australia seize the opportunity?’ 
The answer is in your hands.

SENDING-OFF OFFENCES 


A player is sent off and 
shown the red card if-he 
commits any of the following 
seven offences: 

is guilty of serious foul play 


2. is guilty of violent conduct 


3. spits at an opponent or any 
other person 


4. denies an opponent a goal 
or an obvious goal-scoring 
opportunity by deliberately 
handling the ball (this does 
not apply to a goalkeeper 
within his own penalty area) 


5. denies an obvious goal- 
scoring opportunity to an 
opponent moving towards a 
player's goal by an offence 
punishable by a free kick or 
a penalty kick. 


6. Uses offensive, insulting or 
abusive language 


7. Receives a second caution 
in the same match.
